< Bro.  Moore  serves  the  church  nt  Moss- 
ville  in  connection  with  this  church, 
nnd  during  file  meeting  had  me  preach 
there  Sunday  night  and  Thursday  night. 

We  had  a splendid  meeting,  one  in 
which  the  people  seemed  to  he  very 
much  blessed.  At  Union  Seminary  we 
received  two  persons  by  letter,  nnd  at 
Mossville  we  received  one  by  letter  nnd 
two  for  hnptism. 

I found  Bro.  Moore  to  he  very  much 
loved  by  his  people  nnd  doing  a good 
work.  It  was  a grent  pleasure  to  mo 
to  labor  with  him  among  such  people 
I received  every  kindness  from  him  and  < 
his  people  thtt  heart  eonld  wish. 

Rut  I found  one  very  sad  feature  con 
nected  with  the  history  of  that  splendid  \ 1— 
chnreh  and  community.

whom  this  doctor  sought  to  influence. 

Tn  a little  while,  through  this  mischief 
maker’s  suggestion,  some  member  in 
vited  a preacher  of  the  “new  fangied” 
stripe  to  make  an  appointment  to  preach 
in  this  nnd  another  large  and  prosper 
ons  chnreh.  Thus  began  tbe  trouble  and 
discord  which  has  resulted  in  rending 
these  churches  nnd  communities,  and 
causing  divisions  that  onlv  time,  gr^ce 
and  wise  management  will  ever  heal.

Anding  ) 
says  about  me,  and  indeed  T really  do 
no]  know  which  I appreciate  most  tin 
ehjngs  he  said  or  the  way  he  said  them. 
Aijd  I want  to  say  in  return  thnt  In 
is  (the  best  Sunday  school  teacher  I have 
ban  for  over  sixty  years  of  mv  Sunday 
school  life  nnd  thnt  nn  attentive  clnss 
wijh  Bro.  Anding  for  teacher  is  not  far 
sh]»rt  of  a theological  seminary.  He  or 
sh|  is  fortunate  who  mnv  find  a plnce 
in  [his  olas.  Being  Bro.  Anding’s  pupil  T 
fell  at  liberty  to  invite  him  to  take  his 
“light  from  under  the  bushel”  nnd  let 
it  shine  on  my  reflections  on  three,  or 
if  you  please,  on  the  three  in  one  para 
bias,  in  Luke  15th  chapter  for  the  good 
of  all  who  may  he  concerned.  Tt  will  lie 
remembered  thnt  T did  not  snv  anything 
,p  ehe  article  about  backsliding,  nnd 
while  I would  not  now  snv.  for  certni-; 
thpt  it  wns  intended  to  npplv  to  n bnck- 
sliding  Christian  T do  not  know  of  a 
pnrble  that  would  ilustrnte  a backsVu 
in#r  Christian  so  well. 

I noticed  that  the  man  who  a hun- 
dred pheep  if  he  lost  one  left  the  ninety 
nnd  nine  nnd  went  nfter  thnt  which 
wjjs  lost  until  he  found  it.  I concluded 
thpt  the  sheep  was  lost  in  the  sense  thnt 
sofne  one  had  to  go  nfter  it  and  find  it 
before  it  could  be  saved. 

I observed  thnt  the  last  piece  of  sil 
vor  in  the  second  nnrnble,  was  likewise 
injthe  same  state.  Therefore,  parable  No. 
1 jnnd  No.  2,  as  I supposed  taught  tho 
sahte  thing.  But  since  the  prodigal  sou 
knew  the  way  home,  and  went  home,  or 
hajek  to  his  father  without  anyone  going 
after  him,  ther  must,  as  it  appeared  to 
inf,  he  some  difference  in  the  reaching 
ofi  this  third  parable  from  the  other  two.

God  has  special  ownership  in  some 
people.  “The  Lord’s  portion  is  his 
people;  Jacob  is  the  lot  of  his  In- 
heritance.” Put  side  by  side  with 
those  other  words  of  the  Old 
Testament.  “All  souls  are  mine,"  or 
the  utterance  of  the  one  hundredth 
Psalm  rightly  translated:  "It  is  he 
that  hath  made  us,  and  to  him  we 
belong.”  There  la  a rignt  or  abso- 
lute and  utter  ownerihip  and  pos- 
session Inherent  in  the  very  relation 
of  Creator  and  creature,  so  that  the 
being  is  made  wholly  and  altogether 
at  the  disposal  and  is  the  property 
of  him  that  makes  him. 

But  is  that  enough  for  God’s 
heart?  Is  that  worth  calling  owner- 
ship at  all?  An  arbitrary  tyrant  In 
an  unconstitutional  kingdom  or  a 
■lave  owner  may  have  the  moat  ab- 
solute right  of  property  over  hia 
subject  or  his  slave:  may  have  w»e 
right  of  entire  disposal  of  all  hia 
industry,  of  the  profit  of  all  hia  la- 
bor; may  be  able  to  do  anything  he 
likes  with  him:  may  have  the  power 
of  life  and  death.  But  such  owner- 
ship is  only  of  the  husk  and  case  of 
' s man;  the  man  himself  may  be 
free,  and  may  smile  at  the  claim  01 
possession.  "They  may  (own)  the 
body,  and  after  that  have  no  more 
that  they  can  do.”  That  kind  of  au- 
thority and  ownership,  absolute  and 
utter,  to  the  point  of  death,  may 
satisfy  a tyrant  or  a slave  driver;  It 
does  not  satisfy  the  loving  heart  of 
God.  It  is  not  real  possession  at  all. 
In  what  sense  did  Nero  own  Paul 
when  he  shut  him  up  In  prison  and 
cut  off  his  head?  Does  the  slave 
oaner  own  the  man  whom  he  whips 
within  an  Inch  of  his  life  and 
who  dares  not  do  anything  without 
hig  permission?  Does  God,  in  any 
sense  that  corresponds  with  the 
longing  of  infinite  loye,  own  the  men 
who  reluctantly  obey  his  hands?  He 
covets  and  longs  for  a deeper  rela- 
tionship and  tenderer  ties. 

The  one  thing  whereby  God  reck- 
ons that  he  possesses  a man  at  all 
is  when  his  love  falls  upon  that 
man's  heart  and  soaks  into  It,  an.! 
when  there  springs  up  in  the  heart 
• corresponding  emotion  and  affec- 
tion. The  men  who  welcome  the  Di- 
vine love  that  goes  through  the 
whole  world  seeking  such  to  worship 
It  and  to  trust  It  and  to  become  Its 
own,  and  who  therefore  lovingly 
yield  to  the  loving  Divine  will  and 
take  It  for  their  law — these  are  the 
men  whom  he  regards  as  his  "'por- 
tion” and  "the  lot  of  his  Inherit- 
ance." So  that  "God  Is  mine”  and 
"1  am  God’s”  are  two  ends  of  one 
truth.  "I  possess  him”  and  “I  »m 
pnss-ssed  by  him’’  are  hut  the  state- 
ment of  one  fact  expressed  from 
two  points  of  view,  kn  the  one  case 
you  look  upon  It  from  above;  In  the 
other  case  you  look  upon  it  from  be’ 
neath.
